$1314 his Reign as a Libel agaiſt all Monarchs and Princes. ; 
A. It was the Judgment of this Doctor, and he was ſo fix- 
edin it, that when he had notice how his Book was burnt in 
England, he declared his Conſent ſo freely to his Prinotes 
therein 
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therein contained that he ſaid, nothing would be more pleaſant 
and deſirable to him, than to have been burnt in the fame flames 
with his Book, and he was ſo aſſured that his Principles were 
agreable tothe Roman Catholick Church , that he dedicared 
his Book to all Kings and Princes which. were Roman Catho- 
licks. 

Q._ Theſe are moſt execrable aud pernitions Principles againſt 
the Holy Scriptures, the Chriſtian Religion, and moſt deſtructive 
to all Kings and Princes, and ſet up an abſolute and independent 
Monarchy in the Pope, and can never be aitcd without Sin. 

A. 1 ſhall tender to- your conſiderations two Principles 
(which are frequently practiſed by our Society) the execu- 
tion and practice whereof will excuſe them before the Tribu- 
nal of God's Juſtice from all Sin. |

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the Church .; and: as for thoſe who condemned 


- Chaſtel, they have judged againſt God, againſt the Holy Scrip- 
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tures, againſt the Church and her Decrees. 

-And the Murder of Henry the Third of France was ad- 
judged a moſt commendable ACtion; and Pope Sixtws him- 
ſelf, Sept. 11. 158g. in full Confiſtory of Cardinals took the 
pains and pleaſure to ſpeak a long Oration in commendation of 
that At; and affirmed that next unto the Paſſion of our Sa- 
viour this Murder had beſt deſerved , and by the Jeſuits he is 
elteemed a Martyr. 

And Father Herry Garnet ated upon this Principle, when 
he would have blown up the King and Parliament of Exgland ; 
tor which though he was executed as a Traytor, yet the:Pope 


' had a high regard for him, for they enrolled him in the Ca» 


talogue of Martyrs, and proclaimed him the moſt vertuous, 
holy and innocent man; his Pictures were hung up in Church- 
&s , and at Zovain was publickly prayed, Sanite Henrice, inter- 
cede pro nobis, Oholy Henry intercede for us. 

And Gordoz the Jeſuit hath placed Garnet in Heaven, and 
delires him to intercede for the converſion of England (b). 

Q. May a man ſwear to poſitive untruths by the Law of dire- 
ting the intention?

I could give you Rules which might be of great uſe

Q. If a Traytor ſhall in his Confeſſion to his Confeſſor declare 
4 Treaſon intended to be committed againſt his Prince, ts he not ob- 
liged upon his Allegiance to diſcover it ? 

A. No certainly , for he is ſub figillo ſacramenti & ſecrett , 
and is not bound to diſcover it , and that is the Judgment of 
the Learned of our Society. 

Q. Sir, me thinks when the ſafety of a King or Kingdom is 
concerned, 4s in caſe of Treaſon, the Confeſſor is obliged to diſcover 
it ; and that Confeſſions have been revealed in ſuch great dangers, 

Hiſtory doth afford us Examples. -

_ Antoninus SanQarellus having written a Book concerning the 
Power of the Pope in depoſing vf K "go, and the abſobvin of their 
Subjetts from their Allegiance ; which Book was printed at Rome 
by the approbation of Mutius Vitellelcus , General of the Order 
of the Feſuits : the Parliament of Paris cenſuring this Book , the 
Fathers of that Order in Paris were ſent for by the Court, and 
a demanded, whether they believed as their General believed concern- 
ing this Book ? They anſwered, that their General living iy Rome, 
could not but approve that which was agreeable to the Court of 
Rome z but being then demanded what they did believe? Anſwer- 
ed, they believed the clean contrary, being again asked , what 
would you do if you were at Rome ? He wonlarthange our minds 
with the Countrey, and do as they do at Rome ; which made ſome 
of the Court (ay, Fre theſe men one Conſcience at Rome , and 
another at Paris? God keep us from ſuch Confeſſors. 
But Sir , your Society having ſuch ſubterfuges, and being fo 
great Maſters in the faculty of equivocation ; 1 do much admire 
that you do not take the Oath of —_— but ſubjeft' your ſelves 
to the penalties of the Law , which if duly executed (if it were 
wot for the clemency- of a. moſt gracious Prince) would be the 
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Tuine and deſtruttion of your ſelves and Families. 

A. We cannot take that Oath, becauſe it takes away the 
Pope's Power of depoling Kings ; and his Power of abſaly- 
ing —_ from their Allegiance , and ſo againſt the Roman 
Faith. | 

Q. Ze may with a good Conſcience take it , except you owe more 
Obedience to the Pope , than Allegiance to your King ; for ye ave 
Subjetts to the King , or ye are no Subjeits ; if ye be Subjetts, ye 
muſt give ſuch ſecurity for your obedience (eſpecially ye having 

iven ſo many juſt cauſes of fears and jealouſies ) as the State 
Tal require of ye ; and that is the aſſurance of your Allegiance 
to your King , as becometh good Subjects ; for by this Oath there 
is no intention of any perſecution againſt you for your Conſci- 
ences , but only to be ſecured for your Civil Obedience to your 
Prince , which in _ you do oweto him; and to make 4a true 
diſtinition between Catholicks of quiet diſpoſitions, (and in all other 
things good Subjeits) and ſuch others as do maintain the Princi- 
ples aboveſaid. 

And I muſt tell you Sir , that when this Oath was made by the 
Parliament of England , and commanded to be taken, George 
Blackwel ther Arch-Prieſt of England conſtituted by Pope Paul 
the Fifth had a Conſultation in London, with other Roman Prieſts, 
about taking the ſaid Oath ; whe did conclude this Oath (accordin 
to the plain and common underſtanding of the words ) might wit 
4 ſafe Conſcience be taken by the Catholicks ; Blackwel and many 
of the Prieſts did take it , and Blackwel ſome hours before his 
death declared, that he had done nothing contrary to his Conſcience 
in taking the ſaid Oath, and that it was a lawful Oath, and ſo 
ated. * | | 

But the Feſuits who ſtudy the ruine of all others but themſelves 
(and will aſſuredly be the confuſion of the Romiſh Church if their 
| ambition and greatneſi be not. timely prevented aud abated) pre- 
wailed with the Pope to ſend his Breve or Bull to prohibit the 
taking of the ſaid Oath ; which accordingly he did by the Cour 
fel and Power of Cardinal Bellarmine , Parſons , and other Z:- 
ſuits ;, and thereby made a ſeparation and diviſion .in the King- 
dom , and expoſed the Catholicks to great inconuentences ; for if 
they did take the Oath they were then ſubject to the Fxcommiunt- 
cations and Cenſares of the Pope , ( which #bey need not fear, for 
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they cannot hurt them ) but if they did not take it , then they and 
their Poſterity muit by the Laws of England be un1one. 

Therefore Sir, its to be hoped that all honeſt and goodSubjetfs 
will ſubmit to this Oath ; for he that ſhall refuſe to take it, muſt of 
neceſſity hold ſome or all of theſe propoſytions fo loving,

Q. 7s Faith to be kept with Hereticks, 7 mean with Prote- 
ſtants and thoſe which are of a different perſwaſion in Religion from 
the Charch of Rome. 

A. Sometimes it is, and therefore Pope Gregory the thir- 
teenth by the Breve wrote unto the Papiſt of Zg/and, that 
rebus ſic ſtantibus, they might yield their obedience to the Queen 
of England. 

Q. 7 pray obſerve what you ſay, Tebus ſic ſtantibus, which car 
in good conſtrutFion ſignifie no more, but that for the preſent they 
may ſwear, and upon occaſion temporize and dally with their Oaths, 
as they ſhall think convenient ; but I am aſſured that it"s the judg- 
ment of your Society, that no Faith, Leagues, Pacifications, Ca- 
pitulations, or Aereements made by the Pope or by any Catholick 
King with Proteſtants (who in their opinions are worſe than In- 
fidels)) are tobe kepy. 

Fides non eſt ſervanda cum Hzreticis, Faith is not to be kept 
with Hereticks, was alledged azainſft John Huſle , azd Jerome 
of Prague z and the Council of Conſtance ſo far overawed the Fm- 
peror Sigiſmond to the violation of his Oath, as they were roaſted at 
Conſtance An. 1414. though the Emperor had given them his 
Faith for their ſafe coming and returning from that Cauncil. 

But this Dottrine was elder than the Council of Conſtance, for 
it's to be proved 4 Pope Urban the ſixth his Bull,aated the third of 
April 1286. wherein he pronounceth all Leagues, Confeder acies , 
and Amitiess made as well before as after their Apoſtafie with He- 
retixks or Schiſmaticks to be #nlawful, etiamſi forent juramento 
vel fide data confirmata, &«. .a!thouph they were confirmed by 
Oath ; and he ſaith, quod ab earum obſervatione abſoluti ex- 
iſtant, illafque ipſi ſervare non debent, &c. that they are ab. 
ſolved from the performance of any ſuch Leagues with Hereticks, 
nay, and that they ought not to perform them, and that Kings as 
much as in them lies, oucht to perſecute them. 

So that you may pleaſe to obſerve the advantage the Pope and Catho- 
lick Kings have of the Proteſtant Kings and Princes in breaking 
Leagues is too 
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£00 apparent ; for all Proteſtant Kings and Princes by their Relig i- 
on are boand to keep their Oaths, but the Catholick Kings being a1 - 
med with diſpenſations may break them at their pleaſures.

Hi hat do you thing of Don Juan of Auſtria his faithleſs procee- 
ding with the Proteſtants in the Low Countries, who promiſed up- 
on Oath by a prefixt day to ſend all th: Spaniards and Strangers 
out of the Netherlands ; whereupon they ( in hopes to injoy «the a 

ſed peace) disbanded their Troops, and farther, for a gr atwity they 
gave him a great Maſf of money, the which was no ſooner received, 
but he ſurpriſed the Cittadel off Antwerpe, the Caſtle of Namour, 
and ſunary other ſtrong Places, recalled the Spaniards, renewed 
the Warr, they then unprovided for defence. 

In 88 the ſame Kinz, during the time of treaty of peace, (the 
overture whereof proceeded from ſome of their own Miniſters) 
contrary to all faith and cuſtom between Princes, brought his Ar- 
mada (ſtiled invincible, but proved inviſible) into the narrow 
Seas, in hope under the colour of the treaty to ſurpriſe Queen Eliza- 
beth unprovided ; which example only, if there were no others, is 

ſufficient to aſſure the Proteſtants of England, that we muſt wy 7 


no fair dealing in future times, whenſsever a fair occaſion (hall 
offer it ſelf, for their advantage and onr ruine. 


Between the King of Spain azd the Grifons many treaties of ac- 
cord have been made, and when that poor people ſuppoſed themſelves 
in moſt ſecurity ( without regard of thoſe treaties ) the Governouy 
of Millain ( with certain Spaniſh Companies ) ſuddenly ſurpriſed 
them, and maſacred as many Proteſtants,as their Swords could reach, 
and paſſing on with their vittorious Armies, they made an abſolute 
conqueſt of thoſe —_— 

How Chartes the fifth ( whoſe example ſhould have come firſt 
in place) demeaned himſelf in the War in Germany againſt the 
Lutherans, and of his equivocation (which was no better than breach 
of Faith ) with the Lant-Grave of Heſſe, 7 — toa HPri- 
ter of thoſe times, in whoſe relations you ſhall find how ſlightly the 

Spaniard eſteemed of their Faiths given to the Proteſtants. 

By theſe, all ſober perſons may obſerve how ready and apt they 
will be to take any advantage upon ns; for to break with Proteft- 
ants makes no breach into their Conſciences, but to the contrary it 
confirms aud comforts the Spirits, by giving them aſſurance, p

niades ( 4 wiſe 4nd valiant Commander in the Wars) oppoſed : 
alledg ing that the peace which had been concluded and confirmed 
by a reciprocal Oath of Princes on either part, ovght not to be 
violated ; the Cardinal inſiſted upon the decrees of the Church ; 
Uladiſlaus obeyed, and being abſolved by Julian ; the peace was 
broken, the Chriſtian Army defeated, the King and Julian /lain, 
and 4 preat part of Hungary and the Provinces adjoyning ſubdued 
by the Turk. This Battle was fought at Varna between the Danube 
axd Adrenopte in Anno 1444. wherein for a long time du- 
ring the fight, the Chriſtians having the better, Amutat hopele(s 
of Vidtory, in agony and grief uttered theſe words , Behold thou 
crucified Chriſt, this is the League thy Chriſtians have mad? with 
me in thy name ; now if thoube a God ( as they ſay thou art, and 
as we dreamed) revenge thewrong now done unto thy name and me, 
and ſhew thy power upon thy 05mm 77 Ws who in their deeds de- 
ny thee their God ; if the Catholicks did but eſteem the Proteſtants 
as they. do of Infidels, they could expett no faith from them , but 
they repute. the Proteſtants to be Hereticks worſe im their opinions 
than Fews and Infidels ; how then can the Proteſtants expet# any 
good from, or repoſe truſt in them or their Leagnes ? if it be law- 
foul to break faith with Hereticks then is it not lawful to give it , (0 
on the contrary, if it. be lawful ta make alliances and amities with 
them, it's alſo neceſſary to keep the faith made. Wi 
. Hereof the. Pope {but ' I muſt needs ſay it is.in regal. of his 
profit ) ghues us 4 good example of his Faith , for at his firſt in- 
falling he takes an oath of the Fews, and permits them freely to 
exerciſe and injoy their Religion; why ſhould Proteſtants be de- 
barred ? but it's eaſily anſwered ; . for the. Feſuits teach and preach 
that the Proteſtants are worſe than Fews and Dnfidels : if ſuch be. 
the accompt they make of ranſom, then how can they expeit faith

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from the Romaniſts ? Sir, all: the Calamities, Miſeries, and 
Confuſtons in Europe core fro thoſe of your 'order ; it's they 
which bring Sword, Fire, and Flames into the Dominions of Prin- 
ces: who ſtirred up Ferdinand Aizg of Bohemia, (ad afterwards 
Emperor of Germany) to give an interruption to his Subjetts 
there in the exerciſe of #h:ir Religion, contrary io their priviteds. 
es (for the free exerciſmg of it ) granted unto them ( for many 
years before ) by their former Kings ? did they not incenſe King 
Ferdinand /o much againſt them that they became odious in his eyes : 
and then perſecution enſued ? and a'l this was masked under the 
wail , Religion, to _ — — King of Spa 

Gaſpard Scioppius Counſellr to the King 0 in reid; 
at Pavia, WAS. 4 Dr er Actor in thoſe Tragedies, who av, 
Book entituled Claſſicum betli, and dedicated it to Ferdinand, 
wherein are contained many bloody Actions ; for faith he, if a 
Town falls from the Church of Rome, and embraces a Relioion 

poſite to it, that he ought ( meaning the ſaid Ferdinand ) to 
4. his Sword againſt it, and being won utterly to deſtroy it, nos 
to ſpare any Soul in it, no not Infants, left when they ſhould be of 
years they ſhow/d follow the feps of their Parents ; againſt Princes 
fallen from the Roman Faith, he citeth an m_ ont of the Bi- 
ble. That when the Ifraclites had embraced the 1 olatry of 
Moab, God commanded Moſes to take the Princes of Js zel 
and to hang them againſt the Sun-rifing, that the Wrath of 
the Lord might be taken from 77 ae/. 

He puts him in mind that the Proteſtants are Heretisks, and

The Feſwes ſuttirig at the Helm of Government , and ba- 
wing ſuch power iu the Conneils, and conduit of Aﬀairs of all 
the Catholick Kings and Pringes of Europe ; and having ſuch 
an inlaid and inveterate malice againſt the Proteſtants, it's to 
be feared that the Catholick Princes ( being animated by the 
Pope and Feſuits ) do intend and will (bort ly denyJunce 4 gene- 
ral War againſt the Proteſtants , but they are not ſo inks 
and impudent as yet to publiſh their intents, but will devour 
Nation after Nation , forage and ravage their Dominions , 
and by that means, will ſo enweaken them that they will not be 
able to make any defence or oppoſition againſt their joynt and confe- 
derate power. 

Have we not a fair inſtance Anno 1544, at the treaty of 
Soyſoms between the Emperor and Yhe French King againſt the 
Proteſtants', who managed their affairs ſo ſecretly , whereof 
they never dreamt untill theſe Princes Armies were ready to 
march ? 

Of this Treaty, a Hriter of the Book intituled Dos informa- 
tiones a Car2/o 5to. a los Principes de Alemagne , reports, 
that the Emveror Charles the fifth and Francis the firſt , ha- 
ving combined to deſtroy the Proteſtants , and the Pope aſſiſt- 
ing them with his Church cenſures , the proceedings ſtayed , 
by new occaſions of quarrel , which fell out between the Prin- 
ces , not long after a peace being concluded and ratified, among [t 
other Articles i was agreed , that they ſhould joyntly ( as 
formerly ) proſecute War againſt the Proteſtants to their final 
extirpation ; and to ayd them in their enterpriſes , the 4+ x 
was ready to denounce a Croyſade againſt them, as againſt In- 
fidels ; but God was not pleaſed their deſign d go on, 
for the Tark anexptitedly invaded Auſtria , and Charles the 
Emperor was enforced to crave the Proteftants ayd, inthe common 
defence. 

Ts unlike a Houſe caſually ſet on fre, wherein the Maſter and 
Family are at variance, they forget their contention , and unant- 
mouſly endeavour the elliny of the flames ; ſo did the Prote- 
ftants in that general cauſe of danger, give their beſt help in that 


war. 
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Of all conditions of people in the World Proteftant Kings and 

Princes onght to have 4 ſpecial eye to thoſe of your Society , for 
they are the moſt attive and intelligent perſons in all State Aﬀairs ; 
for in every good Town (where they have a — and reſide ) 
they have certain weekly Meeting s, wherein two of the Society are 
particularly appointed to reeerve from the reſt, and regiſter ſuch 
matters of State as th:y have gotten from the Penitentiaries in 
their Confeſſions, whereof a diſpatch is mage to the General of their 
Order , by which means the ſecrets of State Affairs throughout 
the IWorld, remain is his Cabinet. . 
Aud as they have a great inſpettion into all the Afairs of the 
HV orld, fo they have fit inſtruments to effett their deſizns, for their 
Coll:dges afford plenty ; and by their vow, they owe the like obeds- 
ence to their General (in all things) as unto Feſus Chriſt , if he 
were prefent ; and they are bound (without reply) to conceal any 
thing whatſoever he ſhall comMayd them to do , an1 ſometimes his 
commands are delivered in paper ſealed up (whieh in their blind 
obedience they muſt perform) before they know what it containeth. 

Theſe of your Order reſemble that of the Afaſſins, who without 
reſpeit# of danger to themſelves did formerly murder Princes , 
when their King (unto whom the General of your Order may be 
likened) imepeſed that ſervice upon them ;, by one of them our wiſe, 
valiant, and vittorious King Edward the Firſt was aſſailed and 
wounded in the Holy Land ; but not long after they were grown 
ſo odious to the HVorld, as they were utterly extirpated,, and whe- 
ther thoſe of your Society may not run the ſame fortune, I have 
not ſo much of an Aſtrologer in'me as to foretel ,*1 beg your 
pardon for this Digreſſion ; but ſeriouſly conſidering the ſtate and 
danger of Proteſtant Princes, from your Society, 7 could not for- 

bear, but freely declare my Sentiments to you.

In the Church of Saint Afarie Maggiore every day pardons 
granted for forty eight years. | 

In Saint Pax/'s Church upon every day of his Converſion 
are granted pardons for a hundred years. 

And they may be had there in many other Churches, with 
which I will not at preſent trouble you. 

Q. But when theſe few years are expired, what will become of 
the poor Sinner ? | 

A. The Holy Roman Catholick Church out of her tender 
regard towards finners hath enlarged her bounty to thouſands 
of years as followeth. | |

In S:baſtien's Church there is a Vault where the Chriſtians 
in old time of perſecution uſed to hide themlelyes , and to this 
Vault itis faid, do belong ſo many Pardons and Indulgences, as 
none can number but _ God. * 

Nay this holy Church of Rome is ſo merciful unto ſinners, 
that pardons are granted not for years only , but for ever and 
ever, as may appear in what followeth.

was diſmiſſed, and Tetzelius YH his mony ; theſe kind of pardons 
are excellent means to raiſe an eſtate , and ſuddainly to grow rich, 
4nd w_- which have them, may under their ſecurity, att, or deſion 
what they pleaſe.

and Saint Zecla did Falaonillas out of Hell. 

Q. There cannot be any ſouls in Hell , if there be, the Pope 
hath no power ta deliver them , or elfe he is the moſt unmercitul 
and cruel perſon in the JVorld to ſuffer ſo many poor ſouls to con- 
tinne in hell torments , when it is in his power at pleaſure to diſ- 
charge them. ; 

But what ao you think of Confeſſion ? 

-. Itis of great uſe and benefit; for if there be no Confeſ: 
ſion, then there 1s no Abſolution without it ; his Holineſs could 
not {ubfiſt, or the Catholick Chamch fAlouriſh, becauſe it would 
loſe a great Branch of its ReveMe; by Confeſſion all the de- 
ſigns and ſecrets of Kings and Princes are well known, and his 
Holineſs makes good ule of them , either for the advantagg of 
his Friends, or confuſion of Enemies. 

Q. Doth Confeſſion any thing contribute to our Salvation? 

A. It doth, for without Confeſhon you cannot be ſaved; 
and if but one fin doth remain unconfeſſed , the foul cannot go 
to Heaven; for the veracity of this Doctrine, I ſhall commend 
unto your beſt conſiderations. ſome great Inſtances, which we 
muſt believe, and not diſpute, becaule they are delivered to us 
by the Learned DoQtors of the Roman: Church:

4. The Pope 1s as far above Kings as the Sun is greater than 
the Moon, which according totheir Aſtronomy is 7744 times 
greater than a King. 

5. As much as God Almighty doth excel a Prieſt, ſo much 
doth a Prieſt excel a King. 

6. There is but one Supream Authority in the World, and 
that 15 the Pope. 

7. All Right and Power are lodged in the Popes Breaſt. 
8. No Law can be made to bind Chriſtians but by the Popes 
authority. 
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9, The Goſpel would not be Goſpel if the Pope had not aps 
proved of it.

39. If a Traitor ſhall in his confeſſion declare that he doth 
intend to aflaſhnate ſuch a Prince, or to commit ſuch a Trea- 
ſon, the Confeſſor muſt not diſcover it, no though theKing- 

dom of Heaven or the Life of Feſus Chriſt were in dan- 
ger. 

40. Theuſe of equivocation is a good ſort of Prudence, and 
they ought to be prized highly who know to make uſe of 
it rightly and to ſerve themſelves. 

41. It's againſt the Roman Faith to take the oath of Alle- 
glance, becauſe it takes away the Popes power of depoſing 
Kings, and his power of abſolving SubjeQs from their Allegi- 
__- 
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' 42. The Pope canabſolve SubjeRs from their oaths of Alle- 
giance and Obedience to their Prince, and can command his 
YubjeQs not to obey him. | 

43. The power of the Pope in abſolving their Subjects 
from their Allegiance was granted to him by Flus Chriit. 

.. 44- The Pope-can give the people liberty either to chooſe 
or take new Maſters; by this means they keep all Kings 
and Princes in their Obedience and Submiffon to the 
Pope. 

- No Faith is to be held with Hereticks. 

45. The Pope at his firſt inſtalling takes. an oath of the 
Jews, and permits them freely to exercile and enjoy their Reli- 
gion : but the Protettants are debarred, becauſe they are worſe 
than Jews-or Infidels, 


"47. If a Town be fallen from the Church of Rome,. and' 


embrace a Religion oppoſite to that of Rowe, the Sword is 
to be drawn againſt it, and being won mult be utterly 
deſtroyed, no Soul in it is to be ſpared, no not Infants, leſt 
when they ſhall be of years, they ſhould follow the ſteps of 
their Fathers. 

. All Proteſtants are Hereticks , therefore they ought 
to be killed , deſtroyed , and rooted out, and their King- 
doms , Territories, and Eſtates to be given and divided a- 
mong(ſt Catholicks. 

49. Ir's better and more ſafe to-make alliance and ami- 
ty with Turks, Infidels,. or Jews , than with Heretick 
Proteſtants, becauſe they may draw us into the errors of 
their- novelties. 

50. Pardons may be had at eafie rates for any Sin ;  there- 
by they do encourage people to commit Treaſons, and any Vil- 
lames whatloever. 

51. The Souls of Turks, Jews , Infidels, Here- 
ticks , and Schiſmaticks ,. go immediately into Hell , bur 
thoſe of penitent Chriſtians go only into Purgatory. . 

52. By Confeſſion all the Deſigns and Secrets of Kings 
and Princes are well known, and his Holineſs. makes good 


ule of them , cither for advantage of Friends or confuſion: of 
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53. If one Sin remains (at the time of Death ) unconſefſed 
unto the Prieſt, that Soul cannor' be ſaved. 

54. As to Salvation there is as great efficacy in the Virgin 
Mary's Milk; as in our Saviours Blood. 

55. It's better to call upon the Name of the bleſſed Vir- 
gin Mary than Zeſs Chriſt, becauſe ſhe is eaſier entrea- 
ted. , and may be more affiting and helpful to us.
